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Mosse Murder Trial . 


HIS PLEA OF NOT GUILTY. 


OPEN1NR SPEECH FOR THE DE- 
FENCE. 


After the States attorney had closed 
the attorney for the prisoner addressed 
the jury as follows: 
May it please the Court—Gentleman of 
the jury : It is with more than ordinary 
embarrassment that I rise before you. 
We each upon this case hav e more than 
an ordinary duty to perform. I suppose 
that none of us concerned in this trial, 
either the jury or the counsel, ev er before 
were engaged in a more important busi­ 
ness than now you, gentlemen, hav e the 
question to determine whether this young 
man is worthy of losing his life; I am 
olone responsible for the determination 
of his innocence or his guilt. 
I say this 
to you, and ask you to appreciate the sit­ 
uation, that it is with more than ordinary 
difference and embarrassment that I ad­ 
dress you in this young man’s behalf. 
For three months the newspapers of the 
county, the scandal mongers of the county 
and those who liv e upon rumor and gos­ 
sip, hav e had it ov er and ov er in their 
mouths as to what they understood to be 
the ev idence in the case. 
Here, for the 
first time, has there been an occasion, 
has there been an opportunity, has there 
been a necessity for the defendant say­ 
ing a word, or of any one saying a word 
for him. 
I wish now to comment briefly 
upon the statements made by the counsel, 
and to present for the first time the posi­ 
tion and the statements of the prisoner. 
You hav e here befoie you a man without 
a friend, without money, without home. 
You hav e a man who in his early youth 
lost his mother; who from childhood has 
been compelled to earn his liv ing, and 
has done so honestly, A man who nev er 
before was charged with any wrong thing 
in this world. 
He is brought before you 
for the purpose of determining whether 
lie is guilty or not guilty of the greatest 
crime known io the bar. 
Almo*t one hundred jurymen hav e been 
presented to him. 
lie and his counsel 
hav e scanned them all, their faces, their 
history, their liyes, their hearts, theircon- 
science, and out of these one hundred he 
has decided to place his life in your hands. 
Gentlemen I ask you in the name of ev ery­ 
thing that is good,and in the name of the 
young man who is friendless and alone 
to consider well your position. 
I ask you 
to brush aside ev ery insinuation—ev ery­ 
th in g that has been said about the case to 
y o u —p rep are 
yourselv es to listen to the 
ev id en ce and the ev idence alone. 
The counsel for the people has stated 
to you what he understood to be the ev i­ 
dence upon his side of the case. 
He has 
stated the facts and the circumstances as 
they were stated in the beginning, as they 
were quoted in the newspapers, and as I 
understand that some of you hav e read 
them. 
Each of you said that, you had 
not formed nor expressed an opinion, and 
that you would start out in the case per­ 
fectly able to determine the prisoner’s 
guilt or Innocence, 
It is time, it is sadly time, that a joung 
man by the name ef Frank Thiel was 
killed probably upon the ltth day of Sep* 
tember, 18 35. I do not deny that. I am 
sorry for it, and I believ e the defendant 
is as sorry for it as any one in this court 
room. 
It is a sad thing, it is an unfortu­ 
nate thing and the friends of Frank Thiel 


haye the sympathy of ev ery body con­ 
cerned. They hav e my sympathy and 
the sympathy of ev ery one connected 
with our side of the case. 
That is not a question for you, gentle­ 
men. 
It is admitted here that he was 
killed, killed by somebody and whoev er 
it wa3 deserv es proper punishment. I do 
not want you to discuss that in your own 
minds, and } ou must be v ery careful, as 
you hav e sworn you would be, not to be 
influenced by the horror of the crime. 
The fact that he was killed, and horribly 
killed, should not influence your judg­ 
ment in deciding whether the prisoner did 
the killing. 
The question is can they 
prov e beyond a reasonable doubt that 
J oseph Mosse killed Frank Thiel upon 
the 12th day of September as they here 
alledge. Their ev idence as they hav e 
stated it to you is absolutely entirely cir­ 
cumstantial. They do not claim that 
there is a human being that can come to 
you apd fay who did that killing# They 
do not claim that they can prov e abso­ 
lutely to you that any particular person 
did the killing—they only claim and they 
only alledge that they can prov e to you 
certain facts and circumstances from 
which you may infer that J oseph Mosse 
did the killing. Remember no liv ing per­ 
son can raise his hand against him and 
say “ you are the guilty man.” No hu­ 
man being knows that, unless perhaps it 
be himself. They only say that the facts 
they produce here to you may conv ince 
you, if you reason properly; if you come 
to their conclusion, if you put one fact 
with another, one circumstance with an­ 
other, you may conclude that this young 
man did the killing. Now I shall admit 
further that Frank Thiel was killed on 
the 12th day of September, in the after­ 
noon, as far as I am able to determine, 
between lour and perhaps fiye or half 
past fiv e o’clock. It is true that the de­ 
fendant was in Dixon—that he was in 
and about Dixon for a week before and a 
week after that time, until he was arrest 
ed. 
It is true that they hav e found some 
articles with him and some upon the pris­ 
oner which they claim tend to prov e his 
guilt. It is true as I am told that the wit­ 
nesses will swear that something that 
looks like blood was on his clothes, but 
it is not true, and I say here to you now 
that it will not appear true in this case 
that it is human blood. 
I am not sure 
that it will appear that it is blood at all 
—but it will 
appear that 
is 
looks 
like blood—or possibly some one may 
swear that it is blood, but no more can 
come here and sneer that it is human 
blood. 
I understand that a knife was 
found at the scene of the homicide. 
It is 
time that some one may swear that it 
looked like the knife that Mosse had at 
one time. I hav e had no opportunity to 
examine it nor has he. It may look like 
the same, but I deny that it is* the knife 
that belonged to him, or If it was he did 
not hav e it at that time. 
It is true that 
they found upon the defendants person a 
watch chain. It is true that they found 
upon the prisoner a ring, but when, g en 
tlemen did they find the ring? Let me 
call your attention to what the ev idence 
will probably be in that particular. 
It 
will appear that there were thousands of 
people examining theec premises from 
the day of the arrest, the 18 th day of Sep­ 
tember. until a week afterwards. 
The 
grounds were examined b y nearly ev ery 
one in this town from judges of the courts 
down to small children, and no human 
being could find the ring or could find 
the club there until after the newspapers 
had announced that a ring might be found 
and that if it was found rt would be ev i­ 
dence against the young man, and efter 
that there was sufficient opportunity to 
arrange the circumstances and place the 
criminating article there. 
Then people 
went out there and found this ring and 
found this club. 
We will bring that cir­ 
cumstance for you to consider in tbiscase 


u p on our side. 
They will prov e further 
that the prisoner had a spade, by six or 
eight witnesses, probably; tb it he went 
that morning down to the corner near the 
scene of the murder and went down that 
road to Mr. Loyd’s to work. 
I believ e 
they will attempt to prov e that the club 
found near the culv ert was the club used 
by the children in Dement town as a ball 
club. 
Now I believ e that I hav e repeated 
to you ev erything that the people claim 
they will be able to prov e. Then the 
question for you to determine is from 
what has been stated here, without hear­ 
ing a particle of ev idence for the other 
side can you swear upon your word and 
op science that J oseph Mosse is guilty— 
that you believ e he is guilty beyond the 
possibility of doubt? 
Admitting these 
facts that hav e been stated as true can 
you, and dare you, say without one thing 
upon the other side o f the case that you 
are sure that he is absolutely guilty ? Can 
you say that these facts and circumstances 


alleged by the people can be explained up­ 
on any other reasonable hypothesis? I 
submit to you and shall argue to you when 
the proper time cotnes without saying a 
word in behalf of the defendant; without 
producing witnesses in his behalf, no jury 
of his countryman can say beyond a reas­ 
onable doubt that he is guilty, for the 
reason that these facts and circumstances 
can be explained upon some other reason­ 
able hypothesis; Because all that might 
be true and still J oseph Mosse not hav e 
been in the neighborhood that afternoon. 
All they claim might be true and he hav e 
nothing to do with it. 
The court will tell you what the law is 
as you hav e said you understand it, that 
if you can explain the facts upon any 
reasonable theoiy other than that of the 
prisoner’s guilt you must do so and acquit 
him. 
And further unless a consideration 
of the facts and circumstances will ex­ 
clude ev ery other reasonable thing than 
that of his guilt you can not find hitn 
guilty. Your duty requires you to pon­ 
der oyer the ev idence and if possible ex­ 
plain it in such« manner as to argue with 
the prisoner’s innocence. Why does the 
law say that a person must be presumed 
innncent until he is prov ed guilty? Why 
does it say that you must prov e his guilt 
beyond a reasonable doubt? Why dose 
it throw all these barriers as a shield 
around the prisoner to protect him? Be­ 
cause tbe history of the world has shown 
that no human testimony can be absolute­ 
ly relied- upon. 
Because history 
has 
shown 
that 
no 
circumstantial 
ev idence 
is 
to 
be 
abso­ 
lutely relied upon. Because in the his­ 
tory of the world there has been hundreds 
and hundreds of innocent people conv ict­ 
ed—judicially murdered upon circumstan­ 
tial ev idence. 
I could and will at the proper time call 
your attention to the cases without num 
her in our state, in our county, in our own 
neighborhood, in the United States, in 
England and in different portions of 
Europe where people hav e been conv icted 
o i ev idence far stronger than they shall 
be able to bring against this young man, 
if he does not say one word in his behalf, 
and time has shown that these men were 
innocent. 
Do you remember of reading of two 
men who were conv icted and sentenced 
thirty or forty years ago, upon circum­ 
stantial ev idence? After thirty years of 
disgrace upon their families ; after thirty 
years of wrong, it appears right here in 
our own country, that these men were 
wrongfully conv icted. 
Still at the time, 
ev ery one thought that the facts and the 
circumstances were absolutely against 
them. 
You hav e read in the newspapers 
what took place orer in DeKalb county, 
in the last three months, since that young 
man has been in jail. 
It seems that a 
young man came there, and gav e himself 
up to the officers of the law. He said that 
he was guilty of a crime in that neighbor­ 
hood ; that he Lad killed a man by the 
name of Allen, four or fiv e years’ ago— 
that he went into the house as a burglar, 
while there, the man defended hia home 
and was killed. 
They thought him crazy, 
and would not believ e him. 
People or­ 
dinarily are willing enough to believ e that 
a man is guHty,* Why did they not be­ 
liev e this man’s story? because man had 
suffered for the same crime in the peni- 
itentiary. 
They tried the man to find if 
he was crazy or not, he was found sane, 
aid sentenced for life. When this crime 
was committed four or fiv e years ago, 
they was a young man by the name of 
William Thomas, who was arrested, and 
charged with the murder. 
He was a re­ 
spectable. hard-working man ; he denied 
his guilt, as this young man has done 
from the beginning. They brought him to 
trial—one persea swore that Thomas had 
confessed his guilt—another swore that 
he or she saw him there at that time— 
They thought his guilt absolute, and be 
was, I believ e, sentenced for life, but 
now he lias been set free ; and it appears 
that there is not a doubt as to his itino 
cence. 
Yet, gentlemen, when he was put 
upon trial, that able counsel examined 
the jurors for days, and no doubt that the 
state argued and insisted upon circum­ 
stantial ev idence as being the best of ev i­ 
dence, as they do here. I talk to you 


b o w for the purpose of impressing upon 
your minds that no human testimony is 
certain—that all human beings are liable 
to make mistakes, as well in positiv e as in 
circumstantial ev idence. 
I might tell you about the case of 
Frank Robinson, who was tried for the 
killing of Helen J ewett, in New York 
City. 
Witness after witness saw him 
there. They found hit cloak at the place 
of the murdeil and it was identified by 
himself and his friends. They found a 
hatchet which was identified by his em­ 
ployer. 
His guilt was absolutely certain 
in the eyes of the law. Still he was not 
there, and It was shown beyond a doubt 
that he was some other place. 
I will tell 


you of a case that Abraham Lincoln tried 
and defended i» this state. They prov ed 
by absolute circumstances that two or 
three persons had killed another. 
One of 
the persons confesssed to the killing ; ho 
was found guilty, and sentenced to be 
hung-rbefore the execution the man ap­ 
peared. I might recite such cases to you 
until to-morrow night, and still not be 
through. 
Now gentlemen what is upon the other 
side of this case? What will the defen 
dant hav e to say,and his witnesses for him» 
I can hardly tell you what they will say, 
know what human natuie is, I know 
how difficult it is for a man without mon­ 
ey and without friends to jp t any one to 
help him, I know what the facts are in 
uhe case, I know what witnesses told mo 
when this man was first arrested before 
he or any one could see the result of the 
testimony, and if they come to you here 
and tell you what they hav e told me; I 
believ e you would say to the prisioner; 
“ Go, you are not guilty!” I cannot say 
that they will now tell ¡you what they 
told me. I believ e I am talking fairly 
honestly and candidly. I don’t want to 
ov er Btate what I think I can do, but I 
believ e we can show facts and circum­ 
stances in this case which will at least put 
a reasonable doubt in your mind, I think 
we can show you where J oseph Mosse 
was on that week before tho homicide, 
and for one week after up to the time he 
was arrested, I think we can show that 
upod that date, the 12th of September, 
be did not go any further than the Cen­ 
tral Depot, if ho went there, or in other 
words he was not with Mr. Thiel as I un­ 
derstand at all. Possibly ho may hav e 
been down town I amnot sure as to that, 
but he did not go beyond the North-wes­ 
tern depot, I understand that the only 
ev idence they hav e as to his identity, as 
to his being there with Thiel at the ATortli- 
wcstern depot is the ev idence of people 
who nev er saw him before, and they may 
beDmistaken, I want to say to you that 
this is the most dangerous testimony in 
the world. One person cannot recognize 
another merely by looking through 
window and be absolutely sure that he is 
the person they think. Hav e you not 
been mistaken in the identity of a person 
that you hav e nev er seen at all, or but 
once? By the ev idence of boys, the ev i 
dence

children, 
tho 
ev idence 
of - people 
who

him, they talk 
about 
hanging 
on 
such testimony. 
People hav e come into 
the court room and looked upon a repor 
ter here and although they knew him 
well did not recognize him, I could tel 
case after case, and circumstance after 
circumstance where friends hav e been 
mistaken as to the identity of certain 
indiv iduals or number of 
indiv iduals 
I say that we expect to be able to show 
that be came down town after dinner and 
came buck home between half-past three 
and four o’clock. He boarded at Mr. Spil- 
lers in Dement town and had been board­ 
ing there a number of weeks a mouth per­ 
haps, he there changed his clothes, came 
down town again, got certain articles 
that he intended to buy and took them 
home aud was there before six o’clock. 
Now% gentlemen if I prov e that by re­ 
sponsible witnesses you may hav e a rea­ 
sonable doubt as to the prisioner’s guilt, 
I will not hav e an opportunity to say 
anything to you again for some time, but 
remember that you must hold your minds 
in obeyance and see if the ev idence pro­ 
duced cannot be explained in some other 
reasonable manner. 
I expect to be able 
to explain some of the circumstances that 
they say are cumnatory, I expect it will 
appear that this y o u n g 
man h ad a spade, 
that he had n p u rp o se 
for it, that he bad 
u use for it, th at he went by th at comer 
that mo rn in g . 
it will ap p ear tlmt h e ex p ected to g et 
wo rk with it fu rth er d o wn th e ro ad , h e 
also h ad b een to ld th at h e co u ld g et 
work 
at Mr. Llo y d ’s, an d to ld th at h e wo u ld

to the corner—as he had a right to do— 
that he had this object in v iew: that he 
had been told by a young man named 
Iletler, where he could get a job. 
In reference to the blood, he had been 
killing or picking chickens, or something 
of that kind, and that he or someone had 
killed a dog which was supposed to be 
mad. 
I believ e it will appear that so far 
as the chain is concerned, that he had the 
chain, and that the chaip was probably 
Mr. Thiel’s—but I don’t believ e that it 
will appear to you that he attempted to 
throw it away. 
He knew he had left a 
ring and chain in his pocket and he took 
them out to see that they were there. 
What object could he. hav e in throwing 
the chain away with two officers of the 
aw on each side of him? But, if he did, 
knowing that he had that chain riglitful- 
y, knowing that it would be criminating 
ev idence against him; It is no wonder, 
gentlemen ilu\t he would be excited 
about it. 
It will appear that a ring belonging to 
Miss Maggie Smith was In the poscssion 
of the dead man—and that it had been in 
the possession of the defendant, and that 
they had been exchanged. 
And now, 
gentlemen, I believ e I hav e!gone ov er all 
the facts and circumstances as far as I 
can remember. 
The defense to this case 
is that J oneph Mosse was not there, and 
that he did not kill Frank Theil. I know 
that each of you are desirous of doing your 
duty; that the prosecuting officers are de­ 
sirous of doing their duty, as is ev ery 
one on thia side of the case. I hav e tried 
to present the case to you honettly, and 
not to state a thing that I do not know, 
or that I do not believ e. 
Gentlemen, for the present I will close 
with you;—you will hav e the ev idence on 
both sides—I want you to carefully con­ 
sider it; be careful not to make you mind 
until you haye heard all the ev idence— 
and the arguments, and the instrcutions 
of the Court. 
Rember that you hav o a duty to per­ 
form; remember that this young man’s life 
and ev ery thing before him is in your 
hands. You are trying a young man who 
has nev er before been accused of any 
thing wrong—a|mnn whojhas always work­ 
ed hard and earned his own liv ing; a man 
of whom nothing bad can be said here, 
or where ev er he baa been; from the 
East to Canada, comes only words of 
commendation; though with out money 
he has a few friends who hav e known 
him, and who, to-day, believ e that he is 
innocent; and that man you are trying 
by what claims to be c! |umst(tntlal 
ev idence. 
THE EVIDENCE. 
The first witness placed upon the stand 
Saturday p. in., was J ohn T. Theil, an 
elder brother of tbe, murdered boy. He 
identified the clothing which was worn by 
the prisoner and on examination in the 
ceurt. The garments were those giv en 
him by witness. He also identified the 
watch-chain which Mosse had in his v est 
pocket when arrested, and on which, it is 
said, to be stains of blood. 
Their was 
not cross-examined. 
The witness, when 
he passed the prisoner, gav e him a v ery 
searching look. 


D o ct o r P ai ne 
was the next witness 
sworn. 
His ev idence waa about the same 
as that at the coroner's inquest which 
was giv en in full by *Thb T eleg raph. 
He was the physician to examine? the 
body, and made a statement regarding 
the nature of the wounds, die thought 
there were reasons for « opposing that the 
wounds on head,which baoindv catfcd fight 
and struggle,were made first, and that the 
throat was cut ufyerwnrda,, 
Of® theory 
is, that the murderer refuned to the scene 
of tho murder afm ibuna Theil still aliv e, 
and then cut his throat-' The Doctor was 
quite elaborately Cross-examined by the 
attorney for the defence*,’ until Hie ad* 
joummcnt of ooutt ufclll Monday.

I say I think these circumstan­ 
ces can be explained upon other theories. 
I do not think they can prov e that J os 
eph Mosse was there that morning with a 
spade at the culv ert.

N e w Y o rk , J an. IS.—Smalley’* special 
to The Tribune says: 
Lord Carnarvon's 
resignation marks the collapse or his inter­ 
esting experiment. 
He went to Dublin to 
make an honest effort to govern Ireland by 
ordinary law, relinquishing the crimes act 
and relying on Parnell’s co-operation in 
maintaining order. 
This well-meant en­ 
deavor to repress crimo by the help of those 
who, as Englishmen put the case, are inter­ 
ested in its success, ends with Carnarvon’s 
return to Eng land 
Tho leagjuo ha.; organized a combination 
among tenants over a large part of the 
country. 
It undertakes to fix an arbitrary 
percentage for reductions of rent, and pro­ 
hibits all payments to landlords who refuse 
to accept the league scale. 
J udicial rents 
are held to be no more binding than other 
attempts of landlords to enforce payment 
by legal means, and are resisted by organ­ 
ized force. 
United Ireland, the chief Parncllite or­ 
gan, declares with all solemnity that it re­ 
gards tho agrarian struggle as never during 
the century more serious than now;*that the 
population of several counties are ready to 
take up arms, and that the people will not 
submit either to eviction or punishment for 
resistance. 
It openly threatens reprisals if 
t h° government attempts to enforce the law. 
The Standard declares that a crisis is 
near, and th at a final stru g g le for suprem­ 
a cy between tho league and the law;; is immi­ 
nent; th at th ere is no humanity in half 
measure; th at a vigorous policy is tho only 
successful one; that the truest mercy to the 
Irish people is to save them from the organ­ 
ized 
persecution 
they 
have 
set 
up. 
It 
is 
believed 
that 
tho 
cabinet 
intends to appoint no successor to Carnar­ 
von, and that tho viceroyalty will be left in 
commission 
Tho Parnellites say that this 
moans coercion in the most stringent form. 
Tir* Irish will press for a measure to prevent 
evictions. 
The Tories and Liberals agree 
thatparlinmont must, in Morley’s words, 
prevent tenants from confiscating the prop­ 
erty of landlords. 
Another dispatch says Tho Freeman’s 
J ournal has a powerful article on the cabinet 
resolves. 
It fears the worst, and says: 
“ It would be idle for the Irish people to 
disguise from themselves the necessity of 
calmly preparing for a catastrophe. 
The 
concession of tho claim for self-government 
is inevitable if tho Irish people can not be

P rosp ect* for L e g isla tio n . 
W ashington City, J an. 18.—There have 
been no developments since the Republican 
senatorial caucus in regard to the proposed 
demand of the upper house upon President 
Cleveland for the causes which prompted 
tho removal of certain federal officers. 
The 
indications are that the senate will proceed 
with tho confirmation of nominations, and 
that but comparatively few cases will bo 
held up. 
It is probable tha t the committee 
on jKHtoftkos and post-roads will ask the 
senate for additional assistance in order that 
the vast number of nominations of i*>st- 
mastors now pending may be passed upon, 
tho regular members of tho committee be­ 
ing unable to liandle them all with any 
degree of promptness. 
Tho secretary of the treasury Saturday 
sent a communication to Senator Morrill, 
ch.-finnan of the committee on finance, in 
which he acknowledges the receipt of his 
letter requesting the “ reasons” for the sus­ 
pension of a certain collector of internal 
r venue and tho appointment of another 
person in his place, and then says in sub­ 
stance;

Katherine Lea Bayard, eldest daughter of 
the secretary of state, was found dead in 
bed a t noon Saturday by one of her younger 
sisters, who went to summon her to rise. 
Miss Bayard was a t her best and most 
brilliant Friday night,when she assisted her 
father and mother in receiving a large party 
of guests. 
The house •/a s crowded a t the 
reception, and Miss Bayard received the 
guests first, standing by the open door of 
the middle parlor. 
She had been suffering 
from a severe cold for a weak, and for some 
time had complained of neuralgic sensations, 
of which her mother has t>een an invalid 
for years. 
Her cold kept her a t home from 
the ball at the British legation on Tuesday 
night, but on Wednesday afternoon she as­ 
sisted her mother with a large reception, 
and in the evening went to the reception kt 
Mrs. Berg hman* Laugh ton’s* 
Miss Bayard was never more g a y and 
brilliant than she was Friday night. 
Her 
dress wa3 low-necked, exposing the arms 
dnd shoulders to the chill draught from tho 
open door and hall, and she was compelled 
to wrap a light shawl about her and retreat 
to a wlarmor corner, where she held court 
with her friends. 
At ‘midnight two of her 
sisters went to the ball at Mrs. Van Rens- 
selear Berry’s, 
but Miss Katherine re­ 
mained. 
¡Saturday afternoon she was to 
have assisted Miss Cleveland a t the White 
House reception, and was allowed to sleep 
undisturbed until noon. 
As soon as the 
frightful 
discovery was 
mado that she 
was 
at 
least 
unconscious 
physicians 
were 
summoned, 
and 
with 
galvanic 
batteries 
and 
every' 
known 
ap­ 
pliance 
and 
method 
they 
endeav­ 
ored to restore life to the inanimate body. 
She had been afflicted with heart disease for 
some yeurs, and the exposure, fatigue, and 
excitement of Friday night were too great 
for an already overtaxed system. 
The 
heart had simply ceased to act, and she had 
been dead for hours before discovered. 
Secretary Bayard was completely un­ 
nerved when summoned* from* the depart­ 
ment to meet this tragedy in his home, and 
beside himself with grief for his favorite 
daughter and companion. 
He was unable 
to respond to tho notes sent by the president 
and Miss Cleveland. 
Mrs. 
Bayard was 
wholly prostrated, and having been an in­ 
valid for years and but lately recovered 
from a severe illness, the worst fears are 
felt for her. 
Secretary Bayard is the father of six 
daughters, of whom Miss Katherine was the 
eldest and the flower—a brilliant, clever 
and accomplished girl, whoso latest sayings 
and doings were always quoted. 
She was 
well read, g a y, humorous and w itty, and 
her spirit and repartee made her famous as 
a conversationalist 
Sho was a fearless 
rider, and at hunts and riding parties would 
dare any leap and put her horse at a ny­ 
thing, while her coolness and presence of 
mind wore equal to any emergency. 
When 
unseated Fy a vicious horse last fall, and 
her foot caught in the stirrup, sho held on 
by the pommel and the horse’s mane while 
it ran for half a mile before being over­ 
taken. 
As 
the 
eldest 
daughter of her 
invalid mother, she had all the charge and 
responsibility of the family, and her younger 
sisters had a blind, passionate admiration 
for her, and all leaned and depended on her. 
Sho was the chief companion of her father, 
and resembled him in many traits more than 
any other of bis children. Certain audacious 
and eccentric things that she did were only 
the repetition of his own younger course,and 
Miss Bayard’s courage was always quoted. 
The shock and horror of her death are th * 
more terrible in view of her active part m 
all that surrounded her, but many recall 
now she used to say sho wanted to die like 
“ that,” illustrating it with a snap of her nerv­ 
ous fingers. 
At tho White House Saturday afternoon 
all was in readiness for the reception, which 
was to have been begun at ff o’clock. 
Miss 
Bayard was to have assisted in receiving, 
and Miss Cleveland, Mrs. Utley, Miss Love, 
Mrs. Manning, Mrs. Endicott, Mrs. 
W hit­ 
ney, and Mi's. Vilas had gathered, and were 
only awaiting the arrival oi Miss Bayard. 
It was past the time whon'a messenger en­ 
tered and each one turned, expecting to see 
Miss Bayard enter. 
Instead came the brief 
message ropouted from tho telephone, an­ 
nouncing tho terrible event. 
The group 
soon dispersed. 
Col. Wilson was sent with 
messages from the president and Miss Cleve­ 
land to the family, and the doors and gate.* 
were eU'sed. 
Policemen at tho gates turno 1 
the crowds away, with the announcement 
that there would not be a n y reception or 
account of the sudden death of Miss Bay arc. 
Few thus turned away could believe the 
sudden news. 
The remains of Mis* Bayard will bo taken 
to Wilmington, Del,, where her funeral will 
take place on Tuesday. 
Her remains will 
b« ' interrod in tho old Swede church yard 
there, where the father and mother of the 
secretary and several of his children are 
btrii-d. 
Miss Bayard’s age was :,*7. 
The sa l affliction under which the Bay­ 
ard family is now overwhelmed, of course 
shuts their house to society, an 
social en­ 
tertainment* at tho executive mansion and in 
diplomatic circles, where the secretary and 
his family wero expected to take a very 
prominent part, " ill for a long time be seri­ 
ously interfered with by the death of Mis»

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FIFTEEN MEN OF NERVE 


TAKE A H.MGINQ OFF AN INDIANA 
SHERIFFS HANDS. 


Farmer Dobson*« Slay er Taken Out of 
Jail at Vlncenne« and Strung Up to a 
Tree—How a First Attempt Failed to 
Make Effectiv e Connection. 


Chicago, Jan. 18.—The Times has a spe­ 
cial from Vincennes, Ind., which giv es an 
account of the ly nching of the murdorer 
of Fanner Dobson, of Greene county , by a 
party of fifteen of the v ictim’s neighbors. 
About 
1 
o’clock 
Monday 
morning 
fifteen men appeared at the 
jail door 
and demanded that the sheriff giv e them 
admittance. 
This was refused, and the men 
oroceeded to batter down the door with 
sledge hammers. 
No resistance was made 
inside the jail, and though 
there were 
a large number of citizens on the street 
watching the proceedings no one interfered, 
there being a feeling that the quicker the 
black miscreant was put where he could do 
no further harm the better it would be for 
the community . 
Cold chisels and hammers were produced 
and the cell door soon gav e way and in fifteen 
minutes from the timo the ly nching party 
appeared at the jail Epps was in their 
hands. 
He seemed dazed and did not 
open his 
mouth nor did the mob ask 
him 
any 
questions. 
Taking 
him 
to a maple treo outside the courthouse y ard, 
a noose was passed around his neck 
and he 
was hauled up. There was a gurgling sound 
as the wretch choked to death, and all was 
ov er in twelv e minutes from the time his 
feet were swung clear of the ground. 


Failure of the F irst A ttem pt. 
Vincennes , Ind., Jan. 
18.—A mob of 
would-!>e lynchers called at the jail at ten 
minutes after 3 o’élock Saturday morning 
and demanded of Sheriff Seddlemyer th* 
keys of the jail and the body of Holly Epps, 
the murderer of Farmer Dobson, of Greene 
county. 
Th » mob, however, was small in 
numbers, and, owing to the lateness of 
the 
hour 
and 
unexpected 
resistan 
from the sheriff, failed 
to 
accomplish 
' the object of the visit. 
About twenty 
masked men appearod at the door of the 
sheriIT’s residence and rang the bell vigor­ 
ously before Seddlemyer could be aroused. 
The sheriff got up, went to the door, and 
asked who was there. 
The leader of the 
mob replied: 
“We are your friends and we want to 
get in.” 
“You can’t come in,” said the sheriff. 
“We want that nigger who murdered Dob­ 
son, and if you wont give him to us we will 
break down the jail.” 
•You can’t have him, gentlemen. 
He is 
under my charge, and I must protect him.” 
At this juncture the mob began to batter 
the door with spike hammers,*and smashed 
every panel iuto kindling wood, thus gain­ 
ing an entrance to the hallway that leads to 
the jail door. 
They seized the sheriff by 
both arms, and while two men covered him 
with revolvers, others made a thorough 
search of the house for the keys. 
Seddle- 
meyer persistently 
refused to give up 
the keys or tell where they were concealed. 
The mob then made a rush for the iron door 
and pounded for several minutes on it, 
battering it up very badly, but realizing 
that their implements of destruction would 
not servo the purpose for which they had 
been procured the mob withdrew and dis­ 
persed. 
Epps was badly frightened, and 
the moment the door-bell rang he fell oil 
his knees and prayed to God for mercy 
and forgiveness. 
Where the mob came 
from is not known, but half a dozen horse­ 
men were seen shortly after the attack on 
the jail making for the country at a lively 
rate of speed. 
The theory that tho attack 
was made by a Greene county delegation is 
discredited by some, but it is not at all im­ 
probable that tin would-be lynchers were 
from that saction of the country. 
If any 
had been Vincennes people, fam iliar with 
the construction of tho jail, they would 
probably have b*en successful. 
j-Hough it was looked for there was no at­ 
tempt made Saturday night to enter the 
jail, but at 3:30 Sunday morning a* crowd 
of not less than fifty men stood on the cor­ 
ner opposite the jail, waiting and watching 
for L.ie lynchers to put in an appearance. 
• naide the iron doors a guard of fifteen or 
t wenty men stood ready to discharge their 
duty as deputy sheriffs in case another at­ 
tack was made on the jail. 
The feeling is 
so strong against tho prisoner that there is 
no predicting what may happen.

THE SPIRIT THAT QUICKENETH. 


A Piece in the Soul at Which It May En­ 
ter If Not Rejected. 
Nnw Y ork , Jan. 18.—The Rev. Henry 
W ard Beecher preached Sunday morning 
from the following text: 
‘‘It is the spirit 
that quickeneth; the flesh proflteth nothing; 
the words that I speak unto you, they are 
spirit; and they are life,” 
(John vi, C3.) 
Mr. Beecher said: 
There is in all Christ s 
teaching an assumption that the animal life 
of man and his physical faculties are ut­ 
terly incapable of understanding the highest 
truth. 
Christ spoke to men as one who saw 
that there was in them, but lying dormant, 
unusual, but existing, a department out of 
which might come the percipience of spirit­ 
ual truth, but that, 
as a general fact, that 
department was not opened a t all. 
And 
He then teaches that there exists an influence 
of the divine spirit, which not simply is il­ 
lumination—though it is that—but it is life- 
power, the power of arousing life, and in 
that particular part of the soul where the 
cognizance of divine things resides. 
He 
taught that God as a spirit may touch this 
inward susceptibility of men, this inward 
life. 
Now, in the spiritual realm there are 
intimations of 
what this 
soul sight is, 
which is bred, developed, by God; just as 
flowers are bred and developed by the sun. 
The roses wouldn’t blossom if the sun 
couldn’t get at them ; and Christ saw that 
the shining out of the soul of God was the 
creative power that should unseal tha t dead 
chamber in us and fill it with life, appre­ 
hension and sympathy. 
“Why is it then, if this be true, why don’t 
God do it?” that is almost the first ques­ 
tion. *He does do it. 
W hy don’t daisies 
grow under ashes? 
When tho meadow is 
spangled with golden dandelions, what is 
the reason that in some dark nook no 
dandelions grow? There is seed enough 
everywhere, but things won’t grow where 
the light can not penetrate aud givs them 
life. 
W hy is it then, that when God desires 
the development of this spiritual element 
in the human family, it has developed in 
some, but in others not? 
Why, because 
they cover up that element and won’t let 
the light shine upon i t 
Light has come 
into the world and men love darkness 
rather than light. 
The very choicest part 
of your life is like a child crying, with no 
one to hear it. 
For there be many that 
have so far felt the remote touch of tho 
divine life as that there are strange and 
wandering suggestions come to them. There 
come some ideals to a'm an and he fays: 
“Oh these are poems; if they were only 
real, but they are poetic.” 
Thes) are the crie* of tho unattended 
chiid in the golden chamber of your soul. 
There has come in upon you to na divine 
influence, and you don’t know what it is; 
you don’t know how to translate it. 
Thi s is 
what is meant by that very solemn admon­ 
ition of scripture: 
“Grieve not the spirit 
of God by which you are sanctified.” 
• 
This does not represent the ambition of 
God—anger at your indifference; but when 
men are brought to that state in their own 
experience that they are almost persuaded 
to open and let in the divine vivific in 
iluence, that is the time when they should 
be more careful than any other lest other 
influences overpower them, and they shut 
the door and window again and perish.
